CONDITIONS IN: 
WESTERN CANADA 


Snow storms over the most part of 
Alberta and extending far into Sask- 
atchewan charactcized the first week 
of April and brought additional moist 
ure to the wheat areas in these pro- 
vinces, With the exception of the 
Peace River Block, Alberta’s farm 
lands are entering the seeding season 
well supplied with moisture. Fine 
weather is now needed in order to 
permit seeding operations. Dry winds 
have been noticeably absent so far 
this spring, Seed time on the prairies 
is more often than not accompanied 
by strong winds which rapidly dry out 
the soil, 

The extensive plans made by the 
Federal Government to provide seed 
for drought stricken farmers, leads to 
the belief that there’ will be a fairly 
large acreage seeded to wheat this 
spring.,. In Alberta, the total wheat 
acreage in 1987 was 7,834,00 and if 
the weather is fayorable, the acreage 
seeded this year should be close to 
that figure, Last year, the acreage 
seeded to oats was 2,789,000 and to 
barley, 995,200, 

Beyond question, conditions’ are 
mone favorable from a moisture stand- 
point this year than, at any seeding 
time eince the spring of 1932, how- 
ever, a good crop must haye a sub- 
stantial supply of moisture in June 
and early July,

According to a dispatch from Ottawa there is still more 
talk being indulged in on the same subject | Whether it will bear 
fruit remains to be seen. — It may be just as effective as the promise 
to gain complete control of Canada’s currencey and credit. — How- 
ever, be that as it may, it appears as if the Ottawa Government is 
beginning to see the light. nae 

It appears to be a four year plan this time, based on the 
thought of spending $100,000,000 on public works under Federal 
supervision and management. Something in the neighbourhood 
of $25,000,000 will be spent in the present fiscal year. More 
money is to be spent on Praire Rehabilitation, improvement in 
parks, camp sites for tourists, reforestation, irrigation and the like. 

Most important of all, however, would seem to be the 
completion of a coast-to-coast hard-surfaced highway from Halifax 
to Vancouver to accomodate tourist and inter-provincial trade. 
The importance of the tourist trade to Canada cannot be emphasiz- 
ed too much or dinned into the public ear too often. | When one 
realizes that in a normal year the value of thi8 trade may amount 
to.as high as $281,000,000 or be as low as $61,000,000, the full 

“significance of the tourist trade may be realized. It is one of the 

most important items in our national economy, and, of course, if 
roads were built of a class which would satisfy the demands of the 
tourists, it follows that tourist trade would increase with resultant 
benefits to the Dominion as a whole.

From the negative attitude taken by the Aberhart gov- 
ernment it is clear that the chartered bank business is one to be 
abusively talked about but not to be entered into. Mr, Manning, 
for instance, has repeatedly said the banks could pay a $2° 
million tax at no cost to themselves. The legislature passed 
an Act levying this amount of. taxation upon the banks and the 
Supreme Court declared it ultra-vires. _ Thereupon the cry 
was raised, ‘the will of the people has been frustrated.” No 
mention is ever made of the will of the people being frustrated 
in not implementing the resolutions of '35,and ’36. The flat con- 
tradiction arising out of the, social credit’ attitude toward 
chartered banks seems to escape. their apologists.. In one 
breath ‘‘social credit’denounces the banks and claims they have 
the ability to pay out $2 million without cost. In the next 
breath “social credit” admits chartered banks are under the 
control of the Bank of Canada and restricted in their opera- 
itons~~so much so’ that “social credit” has no intention of going 
into the banking business. — It is incredible that an opportunity 
to make millions at no cost should be refused by an administra- 
tion which heretofore has insisted such action is possible by 
Alberta banks, It is now clear the chartered banks are ab- 
solved and the “enemy” in high finance is the Bank of Canada. 
It is also clear that until every province has a bank with the full 
power of the Bank of Canada, no chartered bank can‘‘monetize 
rovincial credit.” If and when this time comes Canada will 
ecome Balkan States of North America and Confederation will 
be utterly destroyed. The utter, absurdity of “social credit’ 
tactics borders upon the grotesque. -—- Hanna Herald, 
BRITAIN'S DEFENCE PROGRAM 
‘O SOMEIT TS Teas: ; r i 
. prodigious accuniulation of war materials and defence 
organization in Great Britain on a scale hitherto undreamed of. 
Up till a tew years ago Great Britain had been progressively 
disarming. Now she is progressively rearming “at a pace 
which no other country in Europe is likely to exceed. 
In the course ot Britain’s five-year arms plan the Gov- 
ernment has been prepared to spend £1,500,000,000. But Mr. 
Chamberland grimly has said that the expenditure may not stop 
at that. In fact, the Government puts no limit of expenditure 
before itself. It is prepared to go on spending more and more, 
out of the revenue and out of loan, until its war strength is be- 
yond question, or until there is appeasement in Europe. 
Nor has Mr. Chamberlain refrained from hinting that 
the real military strength of Great Britain is even greater than 
its apparent strength. . Behind the program of new capital: 
ships, large cruisers, small crujsers, and so on, and the recruit- 
ment of perounel lie the mer¢hant marine, the ship-construc- 
tion yard, the merchant seaman. The first-line strength of the 
home defence air force has risen from 52 squadrons in 1934 
to 123 squadrons today; but behind is the second line, and the 
overnment factories, and the!
